The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
an apparatus of an analog input module for a controller that implements a technique for 
providing an output terminal of a input circuit is dependent upon either voltage input or 
current input to the input circuit without any switching between the voltage inpun or the 
current input. A novel advantage of the invention is to eliminate switching mechanism 
to switch between different input circuit depending on the voltage or current range to be 
input to a module.
